III, APPROVAL OF MINUTES OF REGULAR MEETING HELD SEPTEMBER 9, 2015

1, Case No, L-CA-I4-022 

Amalgamated Transit Union, Local 241/Chicago Transit Authority 

Chairman Gierut recused himself from this case after asking General Counsel Nelson to call the case and present the 
issues of the case to the Board. General Counsel Nelson stated that Administrative Law Judge (ALJ) Anna Hamburg-Gal 
issued a Recommended Decision and Order (RDO) dismissing the charge filed by the Charging Party alleging that the 
Respondent violated Sections 10(a)(4) and (1) of the Act. After her presentation. General Counsel Nelson recommended 
that the Board affirm the RDO with modifications. After discussion. Member Lewis moved to accept the RDO with 
modifications. Member Anderson seconded the motion, and the Board passed it by a 2-0 voice vote. 

2, Case No, L-RC-13-017 

Policemen’s Benevolent Labor Committee/City of Chicago, Office of Emergency Management and 
Communications 

General Counsel Nelson called the case, noted that no party filed exceptions to ALJ Kelly Coyle’s RDO and asked 
whether the Board wished to review the decision on its own motion. The Board declined to do so. 

VI, EXECUTIVE SESSION

unnecessary.
